T HE firft Column fliews the Days of the Month. 

The fecond fhews the Week days, Sunday 
Letter being this Year F. 

The third contains theDaysobfcrv’d by theChurch, 
the Afpefts of the Planets and Judgment of the 
Weather; the Length, Increafe, and Dccreafe of 
Days, the rifing and fetting of the feven Stars, &c. 

The fourth is the Time of High Water at Phi- 
ladelphia, (h) fignifies half an hour after. 

The fifth is the Moon’s Place. 

The fixth is the Sun’s rifing and fetting, thus un- 
derftood ; Againft the fecond Day of January you 
fee in the 6th Column thefe Figures 7145, which 
fhow that the Sun rifes that Day 14 minutes after 7, 
and fets 14 minutes before 5. I have chofe to put 
the Sun’s rifing and fetting for every day, rather than 
the Moon’s, becaufe ot its conftant Ufe in fetting 
of Clocks and Watches. 

In the laft Column, with the Changes of the 
1 Moon, I have put her rifing & fetting every feven 
; or 8 Days : If you want to know her rifing or fet- 
ting on a Day or two after That againft which I 
| have let it, the common Rule of an hour and a half 
Jater each day, 'will be exa£ enough to direfi Peo- 
; pie in their Travelling, which is the common Ufe 
? that is made of it.
